“If changes aren’t made 
you’d sec a deterioration in . 
access to care and quality of 
care," he said. 

The hospital must move 
soon because of outside forces, 
such as Boise hospitals taking 
over more and more of sur- 
rounding hospitals’ operations, 
Schultz said. 

For example, St. Luke's 
Regional Medical Center of 
Boise bought the Wood River 
Medical Center and will run a 
clinic in Fairfield. Province 
Healthcare of Tennessee will 
build a new Elko, Ncv., hospi- 
tal. Years ago, patients from 
those areas came to Twin 
Falls, Vollmcr said. 

Schultz, who will be hospital 
board chairman in January, 
envisions the county calling 


for proposals from other hospi- 
tals or groups to affiliate or 
lease Magic Valley Regional. 
Involving 'doctors in any rela- 
tionship is essential, he added. 

Schultz and Vollmcr admit 
the recommended changes 
will take a lot of work, and the 
result may be a complex orga- 
nization that may have 
patients 'scratching their 
heads. 

“It will be an ongoing 
process to how do we get there 
from here," County 
Commissioner Marvin . 
Hempleman said after the 
meeting. 

Voters overwhelming 
refused more than 10 years 
ago to convey hospital owner- 
ship to a nonprofit organiza- 
tion. That failed because peo- 
ple thought the hospital was - 
being given away, he said. 

“This is a totally different 
situation," Hempleman said, 
“and a totally different atmos- 
phere." 


Sandy Bruce, Saint 
Alphonsus Regional Medical 
Center’s chief executive, said 
she was impressed the com- 
mittee involved a variety of 
comments. The Boise hospital 
is still very much interested in 
a relationship with Magic 
Valley Regional, she added. 

Dr. Harry Bmmbach. a hos- 
pital board member, pointed 
out the committee's process 
was an open one. 

“There can’t be anything 
more open than this gro u p.* 
he said. 

Thanks were passed around, 
along with coffee.

Clinton signs education 
bill, praises Congress 


Supreme Court hears case

■WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Clinton signed a higher 
education bill today slashing stu- 
dent-loan interest rates to their 
lowest level in 17 years, saving 
borrowers an estimated 511 bil- 
lion over five years. 

“Today with this lowering of the 
interest rotes ... wc can really say 
that every high school graduate in 
America, regardless of income, 
can afford to go to college," the 
president said. 

The While House said a typical 
student borrower at h four-year 
college, graduating with $13,000 
in debt, would save about 5700 
over a 10-year repayment period. 

Democratic and Republican 
members of Congress joined tho 
president in the East Room for a 
bipartisan signing ceremony. In 
his remarks, Clinton emphasized 
the political cooperation that got 
the bill completed. 

“I am proud not only of what is 
in this bill but how this bill 
passed,” he said. “This is the way 
America should work. This is the 
way Congress should work.” He 
then called on Congress to set 
aside partisan differences and 
pass oilier elements of his educa- 
tion agenda, including his propos-

The bill creates a new interest- 
rate formula, based on Treasury 
bill rates and added points, for 
cnirVpt Innns. As n r esult , the rate 
for students would be 7.46 percent 
for graduates starting to repay 
their loans — the lowest rate in 17 
years. Rates arc capped at 8.24 
percent 

Students who refinance their 
loans could get lower interest 
rates if they applied before Jan- 
31, 1999. 

The measure also raises the max- 
imum authorized amount for Pell 
Grams from the present 53JDO0 to 
$4,500 a year in 1999-2000, and in 
steps to 55300 in 2003-2004.

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College cost increases, 
outdistances inflation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
price of college grew at a slower 
pace this year, but the ticket to a 
higher education still costs 50 per- 
cent more titan a decade ago. 

Die 4 percent average increase 
this year means tuition and fees 
rose 5132 at public four year-insti- 
tutions, reaching an average of 
53343, the College Board reported 
Wednesday. . 

For private, four-ycati'collegps, 
average tuition and fees rose $723, 
up 5 percent to $14,508. Those 
costs averaged 51,633 at public 
two-year colleges, up 4 percent, or 
• $66. A 4 percent increase also 


occurred at private two-year col- 
leges, where average tuition and 
fees rose 5254 to $7,333. 

Tuition and fees rose an average 
of 5 percent last year and 6 per- 
cent each of three years before 
that. Because of an earlier round uf 
double-digit growth, tuition at pub- 
lic four-year Institutions in the last 
--decode has risen SO-perceatr- 
adjusred for inflation. 

Financial aid lias also grown, off- 
setting some of the increases, the 
College Board said. But students 
are borrowing more and getting 
fewer grants. Neediest students 
are suffering most.

Tests confirm gas in Iraqi warheads Drug aids young asthma sufferers 


NEW YORK — France has detected traces of 
nerve gas on Iraqi warheads but has witliheld the 
findings because it does not want to undermine 
Baghdad's attempts to get U.N. sanctions lifted. The 
New York Times reported Wednesday. 

Testing on samples taken from the weapons show 
evidence of dicmicals linked to VX, a drop of whidi 
on the skin, or inlialed, can kill an adult within min- 
utes, the newspaper reported, citing unidentified 
weapons experts. 

In Paris, the French Foreign Ministry said 
. Wednesday it was not aware that Frcndi experts 
had found traces of VX on samples examined 
tTiere. However,, minify spokeswoman Anne 
Gazeau-Socret added: “I suppose that, if this were 
the case, we would already know about it or we 
would soon be officially informed by the Special 
Commission, which informs members of the 
Security Council.”

With Milosevic it’s time to shoot or shut up 


W ASHINGTON— Sophisti- 
cated weaponry can 
serve, or even produce, 
simple-minded policy. 

We may yet see again 
how some marvels in the U.S. military in- 
ventory, cruise missiles, produce a retro- 
grade policy that can properly be called 
high-tech isolationism. 

When US. leaders who arc ill at case 
with'U-S. power hear the word duty, they 
reach for their cruise missiles. Those 
weapons provide telegenic, antiseptic ac- 
tion -at-a-dist an ce. They make possible illu- 
sory decisiveness, without follow-through- 
The Clinton administration has used 
them as a substitute for serious policy re- 
garding Iraq and terrorism. Now cruise 
missiles may be fired to express ersatz se- 
riousness about Serbia’s actions in the 
province of Kosovo. Someone The New 
York Times identifies as “a senior admin- 
istration official who requested anopymi- ‘ 
ty”— one can see why-^-soys, “We are at 
last serious.” 

At last, but about what? people 
stabbed with a pitchfork, eyes gouged 
out with a deft stick, a decapitated man’s 
brain removed and left displayed beside 
his wifc’s.corpse, a woman shot in the 
face, her two daughters ages 7 and 5, also 
dead, in their yellow rubber boots, 10 
men beaten and executed and their muti- 
lated bodies re turned to their famili es, 1 
an elderly couple butchered, a woman 
seven months pregnant dead with her 
stomach slit open.

Disdaining a watching 
world — television; satellite cameras that 
record mass graves — Milosevic butchers 
for as many months as it takes for the 
West to awaken, then he sends some of 
his forces back to their barracks, until 
the West’s eyelids again grow heavy.

Angry Russians take 
' ro stnxis aaoss narion 


' MOSCOW ( AP) — Hundreds of 
thousands of Russians frustrated 
by the country's deep economic 
recession took to the streets in 
nationwide protests Wednesday, 
but the turnout was far smaller 
than organizers predicted. 

Until now, ordinary citizens 
have endured their economic cri- 
sis st oicall y, with few public out- 


bursts against a gover nmen t that 
has been unable to halt an eco- 
nomic decline that has javaged 
Russia for most of this decade.” 

Tens of thousands of people 
carrying red and blue flags 
marched through Moscow to a 
rally on the edge of Red Square, 
where opposition leaders called 
for back wages to be paid and for 
President Boris Yeltsin's 
removal Riot police watched the 
peaceful protest. 

“We will not allow Yeltsin to 
destroy us, " said trade union 


leader Mikhail Shrunk or. “We 
want a president who solves the 
concrete problems of the country 


The demonstrations were the 
first major-pro tear -since Russia 
was plunged into its latest eco- 
nomic crisis in August, when the 
country's financial markets col- 
lapsed- But most of those march- 
ing were protesting months — or 
even years — of not receiving 
salaries and pensions because of 
the economic malaise.' 


Primakov bestows Communist with key role 


MOSCOW (AP) - Prime 
Minister Yevgeny Primakov 
Wednesday gave his Communist 
deputy broad powers over the 
new Cabinet’s economic course. 

However, Primakov also plans 
to personally oversee the Finance 
Ministry, which suggests he wants 
to have final say on major eco- 


nomic decisions. 

Primakov’s first deputy prime 
minister, Yuri Mnslyukov, who 
served as the last head of the. 
Soviet central planning agency, 
has pushed for full control over 
the economic-related ministries. 

Maslyukov will be in charge of 
economics and trade ministries 


and various other bodies, includ- 
ing the committee for state prop- 
erty management that oversees 

. . privatization. 

He also will oversee talks with 
the International Mo ne t ar y Fund, 
the World Bank and other interna- 
tional lenders, the ITAR-Tass and 
Interfax news agencies reported. 
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Blair pushes 
for agreement 
with Chinese 


* BEIJING (AP) — Police took a 
prominent dissident from his 
home Wednesday in an awkward 
development that prompted visit- 
ing British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair to raise the case with 
Chinese officials. 

The police questioning of veter- 
an democracy activist Xu Wenli 
detracted from British and 
Chinese efforts to use Blair’s visit, 
the First by a British premier in 
seven years, to highlight their 
improving ties. 

Xu, imprisoned for 12 years 
after the 1979 Democracy Wall 
movement, is one of China's most 
outspoken and active dissidents.

Blair was presiding over the sign- 
‘ ing of contracts and plans for 
British business investments 
worth more than 5330 million. 

Informed of Xu’s case, Blair 
raised his concerns with China’s 
ambassador to London and with 
President Jiang Zemin, according 
to British and Chinese officials.

China bans

cites details 


BEIJING (AP) — Like soft pom 
and subversive novels, China's 
press censors have banned 
Chinesc-Ianguagc versions of 
Kenneth Starr’s report detailing 
President Clinton’s affair with 
Monica Lewinsky. 

Chinese officials disliked the 
report’s salacious details and wor- 
ried that its contents somehow 
would damage improving 
Chincsc-U.S. relations, media and 
publishing sources said 


Because the sources work in 
enterprises strictly supervised by 
the government, they spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

The ban, however, is likely to 
have little effect. Pornographic 
videos and Penthouse magazine 
can be bought on many street cor- 
ners.

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Police 
evacuated the U.S. Embassy in 
Cairo and searched the building 
on Wednesday after an anony- 
mous caller claimed a bomb was 
planted on the premises, Egyptian 
police said. 

Police searched inside and out — 

side the building bur found noth- 
ing, they said. 

The US. Embassy did not com- 
'ment on the report An embassy 
official who spoke on condition of 
anonymity told The Associated 
Press the compound was operat- 
ing normally hours after the bomb 
threat. 

Police said an embassy official 
received the bomb threat at 530 
ajn. 

The embassy received another 
call at 7:30 a.m., and the caller 
de m anded that U .S. and Isra eli 
prisons release two Egyptinn cler- 
ics by Oct 12, the police said. 

The caller, who identified him- 
self as Abu cl-Yamin and claimed 
to be a member of the “Holy 
Struggle in the Path of Allah,” an 
unknown group, said American 
embassies would be targeted.

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Burley Council shops 
for new grave digger

BURLEY - The council is look- 
ing for a better price on graves. 

The Burley City Council decid- 
ed to put grave digging in the dty 
out to bid after cclmrilmen dis- 
covered the business that usually 
does it. Memorial Monuments, 
was going to hike fees from S155 
per grave to $191. 

That would bump the total cost 
.for interment at Pleasant View 
Cemetery, or Gem Memorial 
Cemetery from $275 to $311. 

Peggy Harris, port owner of 
Monuments, said the company 
never was notified the council 
planned to discuss interment 
fees. She said Monuments didn't 
ask the city for more money, but 
told it fees were going up. 

“We’ve had the dry’s contract 
for almost nine years," Harris 
said. “And in that time our fees 
have only gone up twice, once in 
19% by about $20 and this time, 
making the total raise in nine 
years about $56." 

But the coundl said the hike 
wasn't realistic and dedded to let 
other gravediggers apply for the 
job. 

“I don’t think we can raise the 
price, if wc can avoid it," 
Councilman A1 Thaxton said. 
“There arc plenty of people on 
welfare or a fixed income that 
can't afford higher burial prices." 



Buriey cemetery manager Jim 
Hale said he doesn't think the 
City Council wtD find a better 
business than Memorial 
Monuments to dig graves. The 
coundl recently rejected 
Monuments' price hike and put 
grave digging out to bid.

“I think we will 
need to compare service and 
make sure we get what we pay 
for."

Jerome residents resist 
neighbor’s rezone request

JEROME - Dr. Jack Adams, a 
local dentist, and wife Diane 
Want to build a four -p lex apart- 
ment on a vacant lot at 116 East 
Seventh Ave. Neighbors don’t 
like his idea, though. 

The area is zoned residential, 
but must be rezoned to multi- 
family residential to accommo- 
date the four-plex. 

During a Jerome City Council 
hearing Tuesday, Adams said he 
had owned the property for sev- 
eral years. He could build' a 
duplex on ihc lot without a 
rezone but a four-plex made 
more sense, he said. 

Mcl Robbins, who lives next 
door to the proposed four-plex, 
asked how a four-plex and park- 
ing for eight cars could fit on a 
-50- by 125-foot lot.- 

Dorothy Robbins, another next 
door neighbor, said the four-plex 
could create traffic problems. In 
the mornings, children go to 
school from an apartment com- 
plex across the street. A grocery 
store is in the same neighbor- 
hood, and the American Legion 
Hall, which often holds panics, is 
just a block away. 


While neighbors could support 
a duplex, she said, a four-plex is 
too much. 

Adams said the four-plex 
would add value to the neighbor- 
hood and might encourage neigh- 
bors to fix up their homes to 
upgrade the area. He said plans 
for parking comply with the law. 

Bill Allred, chairman of the 
planning and zoning commission, 
said the Adamses’ plans comply 
with the comprehensive plan. 

Two more public hearings will 
be held on the request - on Oct. 
20 and Nov. 3. 

In other business: 

• A public hearing on redefin- 
ing the term “home occupation" 
for the rural transition zone 
brought no opposition. The pro- 
posed ordinance would allow 
people to operate small business- 
es such as crafts or computer 
work in their hornet as long as 
the occupant performs the work 
and the area used for the busi- 
ness doesn’t exceed 400 square 
feet. 

The planning and zoning com- 
mission believes people can do 
business at home that "has no 
impact on neighbors, Allred said.

Bill that adds cash to Idaho heads to White House

Federal legislation needed to 
implement Gov. Phil Bait’s plan 
to dramatically increase the cash 
generated by Idaho's education 
endowments is headed for the 
White House. 

The Senate late Wednesday ' 
approved the' House-passed bill 
without objection,, sending to 
President Clinton for his signa- 

Seeing endowment reform as a 
major legacy of his administra- 
tion, the retiring governor called 
the congressional action “the first 
steps to make millions of dollars 
available to our school kids with- 
out raising taxes.” 

But the final decision on the 
plan backers believe can gener- 
ate as much as $60 million a year 
more for public education rests 


with Idaho voters, who must 
approve two amendments to the 
stale ‘ Constitution before 
increased investment flexibility 
over the endowments is autho- 
rized. 

Thc amendments cleared the 
Legislature with only a handful 
of dissenting soles. 

One amendment prosides more 
flexibility in investing the endow- . 
riient and the other creates a spe- 
cial Land Bank enabling pro- 
ceeds from sale of existing 
endowment land to be used to 
buy more profitable tracts. Now 
sale proceeds must be deposited 
into the cash endowment, which 
is invested in only the safest 
financial instruments.

Some widely held mutual funds have 
trouble with investment returns

. NEW YORK — Since every 
, other publication covering mutu- 
al funds seems 10 be doing it. we 
. thought we’d take a moment 
■ today to offer our Top 10 ranking 
of fund families. 

We don't know about such-and- 

- such magazine's or so-and-so 
newsletter’s list, but wc can tell 
you without hesitation that our 
system of rating each fund fami- 
ly’s popularity is purely mathe- 
matical and absolutely objective. 

. It counts the votes of every 
investor who owns any fund 
. shares. 

Wc stress that this system 
. makes no judgment of which 
, family is better at managing 
funds, providing courteous scr- 
.vice. to its clientele, or helping 
people meet specific investment 
goal. But as a raw measure of 
popularity, it’s quite clear-cut. 

How can wc do all this? Simply 
by looking at the amount of 
assets entrusted to each fund 
family, by investors who are in 
most cases free to redeem their 
holdings and move their money 
elsewhere any day they choose. 

Well use the latest tabulation 

- of assets and market share from 
the research firm of Dal bar Inc. 

' as of July. Dalbar's Top 10 rank- 
‘ ings generally don’t change dras- 


tically from one month to the 
next, except when mergers of 
large financial firms realign 
existing families into new groups. 

h’o. 1, with $589.19 billion in its 
coffers, is Fidelity Investments of 
Boston, the long-established 
industry titan that came under 
heavy fire from its critics a year 
or mo ago, but has more recently 
been the subject of several come- 
back stories. 

"Did one year really make all 
the difference? Of course not," 
says Eric Kobren in his indepen- 
dent newsletter Fidelity Insight. 
“Fidelity’s troubles were never 
- os bad as most commentators 
claimed.” 

Fidelity executives themselves 
have acknowledged that the per- 
formance of some of their funds 
faltered for a time. Kobren says 
it’s too soon to say now whether, 
the firm’s managers arc ready to 
rock up winning scores again. 
"Let’s wait until we see a return 
to sustained market-beating 
returns,’’ he concludes 

No. 2 is the Vanguard Group, 
famed for its low-cost manage- 
ment style, at $380.32 billion. 
Vanguard has been widely her-

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
sprawling 9th UJS. Judicial 
Circuit should be divided into 
three para but not dismantled, a 
congresrionaBy chartered com- 
missi cm said Wednesday.

BOISE (AP) — Nine California 
condors raised in captivity in 
Idaho and California were bring 
flown to a site near the Grand 
Canyon this week, moving popu- 
lations of the endangered Bird 
another step closer to recovery. 

A plane provided by the U.S. 
Bureau of Land Management left 


Wednesday for St. George, Utah, 
with six condors raised at The 
Peregrine Fund’s World Center 
for Birds of Prey south of Boise. 

After delivering the birds, the 
plane was scheduled to continue 
to Los Angeles to pick up three 
other condors that will be taken 
to St. George on Thursday. The 


condors will be released to the 
wild after spending six to eight 
weeks getting acclimated to the 
area along the Utah-Arizona bor- 
der. 

There already arc 14 condors in 
the wild in Arizona.

A canoe, 
a cat and 
a lake 


I took a canoe trip with my cat the other 
' day. It was great, fun os far as I was con- 
' ceraed, and I think the cat was enjoying 
herself by the end of the voyage. 

The trip was nothing special, just a 30- 
ipinute bumble around Dierkes Lake at 
^sunset. I do that son of thing all the time, 
but the cat - well, she’s still learning. 

We shoved off at the usual place on the 
southwest tip of the lake. As soon as we . 
were 3 feet offshore, I opened 
•' “Mumugh’s" travel carrier and set her 
free inside the canoe. 

Launching always is an edgy time 
because she’s in a cage and could drown if 
the boat capsized. For everyone’s benefit, I 
tie a rope to the cage so I can find it in a 
hurry. As soon as we’re under way - and I 
know she won’t make a flying-squirrel leap 
for shore -I turn her loose. 

01’ Murt was pretty grumpy at the start 
of our last voyage, so I had to wheedle 
her out of the cage. She skulked around 
in the bottom of the canoe which, fortu- 
nately, is familiar territory. When we’re 
at home, I often set the boat down for her 
to play in. , 

Still, she refused to put her front 
paws on the gunwale and peek over the 


The outing was for her benefit, so I want- 




die again. 

The rest of the voyage was magic. 

We glided over shallow areas, where 
- bite-sired fish loitered in the weeds. Murt 
eyed them as we passed and I brought the 
boat to a halt over a few of the more 
mouthwatering specimens. 

She was content to watch, so we pressed - 
on without a whiff of conflict. 

We stopped to stretch our legs on a 
rock Ulapd near the dock at the far end of 
the lake. At first, Murt was pretty tenta- 
tive, but she warmed to the occasion and 
began prowling the waterline with inter- 
est. 

While she frisked at my feet, I beheld a 
magnificent sunset. The lake glowed with 
burnished, golden light - illuminating 
every ghostly breath of wind on the water. 
Bugs landed, fish rose, ripples fanned out 
like halos and time stood still. 

For a few tranquil moments, there was 
nothing but sun and sky, rock and water, 
and me and my cat. 

We re-boarded the canoe a moment 
after sunset and began working our way 
back along the south shore. I enjoy the 
southeast end of Dierkes Lake for its thick 


muskrat. 

I paddled slowly and quietly, hoping to 
spot one. Sure enough, a little 'ni pulled 
out of the reeds and began swimming 
west. 

Like I’d done many times before, I 
pulled up behind it and synchronized our 
speed. If they don’t-tum abruptly, muskrat 
and beaver can be followed dosely for 
hundreds of yards. 

Murt didn’t notice the *181 until I pointed 
■ it out to her. Once she caught sight of it, 
she stared with rapt attention, sanding up 
in my lap for a better view. 

I knew she was enjoying our stealthy 
pursuit, so I paddled as smoothly as I 
could. Finally, the muskrat took a wide 
swing toward the center of the lake, spot- 
ted us, then ripped Into the cattails for 
sanctuary. , 

Shortly' afterward, we encountered two 
young geese on a point where the south 
- shore curves to form a little bay and the 
lake, swells Its maximum width. The geese 

— took-to wafrr at we drewncar- to, na t ural- 

ly, we tagged along at a respectful dis- 
tance. 

The geese began honking nervously, 
which frightened Murt and caused her tail 
to bristle like a bottle brush. She didn’t 
know if she was predator or prey, so I 
eased off to let the geese get away. 

By this time, Murt had warmed to the 
voyage. She hopped down from my lap and 
swaggered around the canoe like a jolly 
sea dog. 

We arrived back at the launch without 
-incident and, as carefully as. I could, I 
eased Murt into her cage arid landed the 


J EROME - With rakish 
topknots and busy little 
feet, valley quail are 
some of the Magic 
Valley’s goofiest-looking 
game birds. These sprightly 
creatures are a bird watcher's 
delight and a challenge for 
hunters. 

Their most prominent fea- 
ture is a topknot of black feath- 
ers that juts jauntily from their 
heads. Males have a black and 
- white face wi th» a-, golden - 
breast, edged by gray and 
white feathers. Females are 
less colorful, with a shorter 
gray topknot and primarily 
gray appearance. 

They weigh 6 to 7 ounces 
and. In the fall, gather together 
into coveys made up of several 
family groups. Coveys contain 
anywhere from IS to 75 birds, 
depending on nesting-season 
' s uc c ess . 

Valley quail are considered 
an introduced species in Idaho, 
but It’s unclear when the first 
transplants from California 
took place. They are classed as 
a game bird with a generous 
hunting season extending from 
the third weekend in 
September through Dec. 31. 
The bag limit is 10 per day. 

Twin Falls is near the upper 
limits of their range along the 
Snake River. Elsewhere, they 
are scattered throughout the 
lower Salmon and Clearwater 
drainages in Idaho. 

Quail have a high mortality 
rate, said Randy Smith, region- 
al wildlife manager for the 
Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game in Jerome. Anywhere 
horn 60 to 75 percent of them 
die each year, whether they are 
hunted or not. 

Hunters take 25 to 30 per- 
cent uf the ixjuulutiou, which 
leaves plenty oi birds to ensure 
their survival. 

Quail die from a number of 
factors, including predators, 
accidents, disease, weather, 
fire and drought. They are par- 
ticularly susceptible to nest 
predators, such as skunks, 
ground squirrels, badgers, 
crows, ravens, magpies and 
snakes. Away from the nest, 
chicks and adults are taken by 
feral and domestic cats, 
Cooper’s hawks, northern har- 
riers and goshawks. 

Severe winters also take a 
toll because quail were intro- 
duced from more temperate 
climates. Quail tend to expand 
their range during mild win-

Quail hunting is most effec- 
tive with a good dog that is will- 
ing to root them out of heavy 
cover. They blend perfectly 
with their surroundings and 
are difficult to spot by dogless 
hunters. 

Two hunters can effectively 
work a gully or row of trees by 
walking abreast of each other 
on either side. Wearing hunter 
orange is essential to keep 
track of the other hunter, call- 
ing to your partner as you 
move also helps ensure safety. 

Quail produce a distinctive 
"buzzing" sound when they 
Cush. Hunters must be quick to 
get off a shot at these small, elu- 
sive birds.

BLM closes bat caves 

SHOSHONE - Starting next week, 
theTJ-S. Bureau of Land Management 
will dose 12 southern Idaho caves to 
protect two species of bats. 

The closures will run from Oct. 15 
through May 1. 

Tlie idea is to provide a good win- 
ter’s rest for Townsend’s big-eared bats 
and Western small-footed bats. Bats 
arc the primary night-time consumers 
of insects, including mosquitoes. Bat 
populations are declining throughout 
the Westi but southern Idaho’s caves 
arc home to some of the largest 
remaining colonies. 0 

To survive thruugh die winter, hiber- 
nating bats lower their metabolisms 
and draw on fat reserves for survival. 

“When people enter hibernation 
sites, bats respond by revving up their 
metabolism and burning relatively 
huge amounts of body fat," said Paula 


Call, a Shoshone-based bat specialist 
with the BLM. “Bats that arc disturbed 
can very easily starve to death before 
insects are available in the spring.”

Healthy elk populations should lead to good hunting 


Electric Shower Troubles? 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Utah’s elk population is thriving, 
which is good news for hunters 
who will be taking to the moun- 
tains Wednesday for the opening 
of the hunt. 

Mike Welch, big game coordi- 
nator for the Utah Division of 
Wildlife Resources said the elk 
population is currently about 
60,000. That is aliout 5,000 below 
the optimal population reached 
by biologists, but many areas are 
exceeding their optimal popula- 
tions. 

Welch said he expects about 
one in five hunters to Ik* success- 
ful tliis year, similar to last year’s 
figures. 

Hunting in northern Utah 
should be good, said Lou 
Comicclli, regional manager. Hu 
said all but the Summit-West 
' Daggett unit jn his area meets or 


exceeds die management limils.- 
Success in the’region ranged 
from a high of 26 percent on 
Chalk Creek to a low of 11 per- 
cent on die Ogden unit. 

Coricclli said he expects that 
those hunters getting away from 
the roads and hiking the back- 
country will have the best suc- 
cess. 

In the central region, all the 
units cither meet or exceed their 
optimal populations, which 
means good hunting. In 1997, the 
success rate in the central region 
was about 15 percent. 

Elk populations in northeast- 
ern Utah arc about the same as 
last year. Ron Stewart, regional 
information officer, said all of the 
herds in the Uinta Mountain 
units arc doing well 

“A goqd water year has creat- 
cd.an exCkUcnl forage base, so— 


tlie elk are fat und licahhy," he 
says. 

Success in the southeastern 
region is expected to be mixed.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN NATIONAL PARK, 
Colo. (AP) — To get Co Rocky Mountain 
National Park, head north, and then turn west 
and drive to the top of the world. 

B u r don’t worry — it's not far. 

When you get there, don’t forget to drive to 
the top of Trail Ridge Road, get out of your 
car and gaze at the world below you. It's a 
humbling experience, and one that makes you 
realize why this park is so unique. 

Yellowstone has its bubbling and spurting. 
Yoscmite its waterfalls. But Rocky Mountain 
has those mountains, which seem to engulf 
visitors, making them seem at once powerful 
for having scaled their heights and insignifi- 
cant for being such a small piece of the fabric 
of the Earth. _ < 

Rocky Mountain National Park is one of the 
country’s busiest — nearly 3 million people 
visit each year. But most people ebdosa to go 
in the summer and early falL Later, when the 
aspen gold fades and die winter snows build, 
is when Coloradans can reclaim this park. 

And what a piece of real estate to claim as 
our own. 

“It doesn't matter what you’re looking for," 
says Jim Detterline, chief ranger at the Longs 
Peak Ranger Station, who has worked at the 
park since 1984. “If you’re a mushroom per- 
son, we have the amanitas. If you’re a fisher- 
man, there are almost no other places in the 
world you can find greenback cutthroat trout. 
If you're a rock climber. Lumpy Ridge offers 
great climbing. The alpinists and high-altitude 
folks are happy here. Even those who just 
enjoy the scenery can drive on Trail Ridge

Included in that package are 80 peaks high- 
er than 10,000 feer, 18 of those rise more chan 
12,000 feci.

There's also Hallctt Peak, 12,713 feet, with 
a steely Rock of Gibraltar face; the appropri- 
ately named Flattop Mountain, 12,324; and 
the more typical mound of Mount Meeker, 
13,911 feet.

The program is designed to help stu- 
dents work with little of adult super- 
vision, thus allowing the teacher, 
classroom volunteers and aids to help 
kids with other subjects. 

The program is individualized and 
each student progresses at his or her 
own speed. The slower students pro- 
ceed at a pace comfortable to them, 
while faster students arc not held 
back. 

The program is based on phonemic 
awareness, which means a student is 
made aware of the smallest unit of-, 
sound. An example of phonemic 
awareness is the identification of 
each sound in bat. 

Phonics, on tlxe other hand, is the 
identification of the letter that makes 
the first sound of bat. The Waterford 
program correlates sounds with early 
reading by letter recognition through 


pictures, games and songs; phonologi- 
cal development with rhyme; blend- 
ing and lesson practice; helping the 
student understand print concepts of 
words, letters and spaces. 

Student^ are treated to sight stim- 
uli by the computer monitor and 
sound stimuli with the earphones. 
This two-way approach keeps the stu- 
dent’s interest focused and increases 
retention. 

Adult volunteers are needed to 
help implement the program and par- i 
enC Shree Bender, has been a great 
help in starting students on the com- 
puter.
